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In 1957, the Central Intelligence Agency issued its first report on 
the Church of Scientology. Since that time, the members of our sister churches 
in Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, England, Canada, France, Germany, 
Austria, Switzerland, Denmark, llolland, Belgium, Spain, and Greece were 
subjected to an intelligence operation which had as its purpose the annihilation 


of an American-founded religious movement. 


We have been accused of almost everything from gun-running, drug 
trafficking, white slave trafficking, sex perversion, hypnotism, brainwashing, 
currency smuggling to Communist countries, to even killing. They are tired 


old lies we have long since been able to prove are false. 


In 1973, we discovered, by accident in Germany, evidence of the 
international circulation of false reports and immediately began utilization 
of the Freedom of Information Act. By 1978, more than 200,000 documents had 
been collected, cross indexed, filed, and analyzed. Hundreds of FOI 
requests were made and lawsuits filed against agencies withholding documents. 
Thousands of man hours were consumed in this massive project. We had to 


study intelligence tactics to understand what had happened. 


What we found was a systematic campaign of "well poisoning" which 
followed the expansion of Scientology abroad in more than 14 countries from 
Australia in the early 1960's to France in 1978. In every instance where 
our Church was attacked, we have documents which prove that malicious false 


reports, rumors, unproven allegations of crimes and other dirt were

disseminated abroad by American agencies to foreign governments prior to any 








action taken against the Church. 


For a long 21 years, we have not only endured this deliberate and 


cold-blooded inquisition, we have continued to expand and prosper. We have 


been no threat to national security, we have no history of criminal activity, 


and there has been no evidence to support the outrageous lies spread by the 


CIA, FBI, IRS and others involved.

After 16 years of black propaganda activities at home which we are currently 
analyzing in detai] and ten years of known intelligence operations against us 
abroad, in 1966 we formed a Guardian's Office whose major purpose was to 
forward our social reform programs and, of course, protect our beliefs. We 
have survived the ordeal and continued to prosper in the teeth of this 


continuing professional intelligence operation. 


The current actions by Justice Department are but another step in a 
long battle. The prospect of a few individuals serving or not serving 
sentences is a no-issue since future history is the only judge of the impact 


of Scientology as the emergent socio-religious movement of the century. 


The government has spent more than 100 million dollars of taxpayers! 
money trying to eliminate us while billions of dollars worth of heroin was 
being successfully shipped into the United States from France, over a twenty-year 


period, by an allied intelligence organization. We broke a story on this 


just prior to the July 1977 FBI raid. «Just why IS this country infested with 





drugs? 


The FBI, IRS, and CIA attacks on those listed on Nixon's "Enemy List" 
has forced those organizations to either collapse or to defend themselves. 
They can ji longer peacefully exist. The failure of the Justice Department 
to clean its own house and the houses of the FBI, IRS, CIA, FDA, et al, has 
resulted in parts of society being alienated from the government.  Investi- 
gations of a few congressmen who have done wrong, but will only be on post 
for four years, is laudable, but the failure of Justice Department to indict 


criminal FBI agents who will continue on for the duration of their careers 


is tragic. 


The FBI cast the first stone at us even as we were becoming a religion 
nearly three decades ago. Now at last we can prove their intentions and 
their methods, and we can prove that our difficulties were part of a campaign 


of bloodless genocide. 


There is no doubt that we will win the current battle and achieve 
overwhelming support. It is time agencies are reformed to stop growing 


crime and drug trafficking, not growing churches.

Secilentolory's problems internationally began in Australia where we 
became the first religion in the Free World to be outlawed, It was simply 
illegal to be a Scientologist, something Hitler didn't even i with the 
ews at the height of their massacre. 


The*difficultics began years before the Victoria Enquiry. lr. Hub- 
bard wanted to know specifics about the "number of complaints" being re- 
ceived and the reply was that there were no statements being made about 
any "complaints", little did he know that before the investigation even 
started the Food and Drug Administration was already feeding information

But the FDA was not the closest Director, Phillip Wearne had sub-

paid for it, He did help me to this extent," Wearne stated in an affi- 
davit ziven the church six years later, "that certain financial problems 
were rolved by him or through his intervention," 


Wearne made him a m mber of the Committee for Mental Health and 
National Security 3nd rave him a card that, Wearne hypothesizes, Wilkenson 
"held in a repository of honour in his archives either at the CIA office 
or whoever else was paying him," Wilkenson worked at the Land Finance 
Comany "which had a set of offices to the rear of the United States 
Consulate" which had a CIA man in charge. Wilkenson also provided Wearne 
with "an income from time to time from one or another of the 'front! 
organizations which he wanted me to believe were his organizations" but 
which, in fact, were CIA, 


With Wilkenson's help, the Inauiry went for 160 days while other 
agencies such as HEW supplied information, In December, 1965, the Vic- 
toria Pan ‘wor parsed, Three years later, the ban went into effect in 
Western Australia and in 1969 in South Australia, Thereafter, State 
Department reports included the CJA for distribution with as many as 
16 copies going to the spy agency. 


The bans were cited and recitod then in U.S. agency roports dis- 
tributed to country after country. Scientologists bravely continued as 
the Church of the Now Faith, No crimes were ever cited as broken, Tho 
ban was simply a ban. 


In 1973, after much work, the Aistrálian Attorney General Lionel 
Murphy recornized the church and in 1976, former Deputy Premier for Wes- 
tern Australia, Herbert Graham, publicly apolorized before a Scientology 
Human Rirhts and Prayer Day in Los Angeles for the action taken by his

The UK is the home of tho international church body and was the site 
of much of the advanced research done for Scientolory. 


While the UK inquiry began in 1969, the FBI was sending in reports 
as early as the mid-1950's, False reports about Mr. Hubbard's personal 
life were distributed by J, Edgar Hoover himself, In 1966, the IRS 
said that LSD may be the basis for the Scientology religion. 


A young woman who was the product of psychiatry having been in and 
out of mental hospitals for years produced the public controversy, Have 
ing touched briefly with Scientology, her mental breakdown was charged 
to the church with years of psychiatric abuse overlooked, 


Feeding the controversy from Australia into the UK, the U.S. managed 
to get one minister, Kenneth Robinson, to seek an inauiry as the FDA and 
Interrol poured information secretlv into the country. The FBI continued

GREECE PRILFING SHEET 


| Greece became a tarpet for State Department actions against Scitne 
tolory because Corfu had been a favorite port for the ship Apollo that 
the church had leased for a floating seminary. 


Years of agitation finally caurht when, in 1969, the government 
kicked the ship out while in the middle of repairs and placed the lives 
of the entire crew at risk, 


As early ar 1965, the American Embassy was collecting lists of the 
crew to share with the Greek government. The 1968 UK ban was heavily 
cited by State to the Greek government as but one example of the growing 
international discontent (orchestrated from Washington, D.C.) against 
Scientology. Copies of some of these reports were sent to the CIA with 
the spy agency receiving as many as twenty copies, more than any sent to 
any other agency. 


The Greek government subsequently apologized to the crew of the 
Apollo and invited the ship back but this did not slow the State Depart- 
ment's campaign, [very piece of bad news they could muster from any 
corner of the world was sent to Greece. Even the Foster Report from the 
UK was discussed, leaving out his recommendation that the ban be lifted, 
an omission that completely slanted the findings. 


Even in 1975, the American Embassy admitted it did not have " pub- 
lished" material on Scientolory but that it was sharing it with the

The French police first contacted the Church in August 1970, 
stating they were investipmating an anonymous complaint against a 
few students attending theological courses in the Paris academy 

of the Church. What the French police did not tell Church 
officials was that in 1969, it had received a derogatory report 

on Seientology from Seotland Yard via Interpol which had contained 
false information on the Church from the FBI. 

All the accusations, anonymously made, were found to be groundless, 
but the policeman in charge went ahead and recommended a judicial 
investigation.  Factually, there was then, and still is nothing 

on which a case could be brought. The report contains 1947 

as the founding of the Church. Only CIA has made this error. In 
hundreds of thousands of documents, it is an odd coincidence. 

On the tenth of March, 1971, the Church of Scientology in Paris 
was raided by the Paris Drug Squad, the Police Judiciare, and 

the local police. 


Twenty-eight students and 14 staff were harassed by over 40 
policemen. The Church was taken apart, but no drugs and no 
unlawful materials of any sort were found. 


There were, however, certain reports, comments, and opinions 
being circulated by United States government agencies, CIA, FBI, 
and others, throughout the world; much of this traffic was for- 
warded by Interpol, the criminal police organization based 

in Paris. 


The General Secretary of Interpol, Jean Nepote, had long been 
interested in the Church of Scientology; in 1969, for example, 
he was in touch with Interpol in Melbourne, Australia, asking for 
a report on the Church that he could circulate to other member 
countries of Interpol. (Interpol is a private, French-based 
police group with an alarming low rate of success in bringing. 
criminals to justice.) 


So Nepote has been busy at least since 1969 in relation to the 
Church. Factually, he was asked in 1969 if Interpol was investigat- 
ing the Church, and he replied: "No investigations on Scientology 

or Scientologists have been made through Interpol". 


This was a lie: at the time, 1969, Nepote's letter was widely 
circulated to those who had heard rumours of.an Interpol 
investigation, and this caused Nepote to send -two officials into 
the Church to get back the letter and stop its circulation. 


Nepote, with an eye to the future, indicated that Interpol would 
not be hindered in its activities of investigation should it be 
discovered Scientology was carrying out a fraud under the 

cloak of religion. 


Six months later came the anonymous complaint, the recommendation 
for the judicial inquiry, and then a raid on the Church followed 
by charges of fraud. This was the first and only ease of any 
government anywhere in the world charging the Church with fraud.

A Department of State Telegram from the AmericanConsulate in 
Curaco to the Secretary of State in Washington, D.C. with copies 
to Emabssies in Caracas, Panama, Port of Spain, the Hague, and 
Comcaribeseafron Roosevelt Rds Pr, reported on "Limited Official 
Use" that the Yatch Apollo and OTC's affiliation with Church of 
Scientology is new information to Congen and local authorities. 
Crew list was checked and several names noted such as that of 
Starkey. Confidential information received by Consulate General 
that indicated unusual crew changes are being accomplished while 
in Curacao. Apollo being repaired at Curacao dry dock and 
scheduled to depart for Trinidad on April 28. 


Another Department of State Telegram from the American Consulate 
in Curaco reported on "Limited Official Use" which gives innocous 
information about the ship performing entertainment shows for 
local people. It states the Apollo crew members have performed 
up to three shows for no charge. This information is hard to 
consider as "Limited Official Use". 


4 September 75 - Department of State Airgram A-84, with usual distribution 


of 16 copies to CIA, 5 to the Air Force, 3 to the Army, 5 to the. 

This airgram was sent concerning information 
on the Scientology training ship Apollo to American Embassies
